\LL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.:  In  the  Canada 

Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next!

In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.

BY-LAW  No.  106. 


A By-Law  relating  to  the  cutting  down,  clearing, 
burning  and  removing  of  dangerous  trees, 
logs  and  brush. 


other  causes,  be  dangerous  to  life  or  property,  should 
be  removed  from  within  the  City  liipits. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Vancouver  as  follows: — 

1.  No  owner  of  any  land,  within  the  City  limits, 
shall  suffer  to  remain  on  his  land  any  trees,  logs,  brush 
or  underwood,  that  may  from  their  nature  or  their 
proximity  to  other  premises,  be  dangerous  to  life  or 
property. 

2.  Every  owner  of  land  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Vancouver,  shall  cut  down  and  remove  from  off  his 
land  all  such  trees,  logs,  brush  or  underwood,  as  de- 
scribed in  the  last  - preceding  section,  on  receiving 
notice  so  to  do  from  the  Police  Committee  or  Commis- 
sioners of  the  said  City. 

3.  If  any  owner,  on  his  receiving  such  notice  as  afore- 
said, fails  within  the  time  limited  in  such  notice  to  re- 
move from  off  his  land  the  trees,  logs,  brush  or  under- 
wood described  in  such  notice,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Police  Committee  or  Commissioners,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Corporation,  by  their  agent  or  servants, 
at  any  time  after  default  shall  have  been  made  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  land  to  comply  with  such 
notice  as  aforesaid,  to  enter  upon  such  land  and  to  cut 
down,  clear,  burn  and  remove  such  trees,  logs  and 
brush,  which  the  said  owner  or  owners  shall  have 
failed  to  do,  pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  notice.

7 HEREAiS  tbe  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  Surrey  deems  it  expedient  to  raise 
the  moneys  provided  for  by  the  above-mentioned  by- 
law in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  as  the  said 
Council  is  empowered  to  do  ; 

And  whereas  the  moneys  mentioned  in  the  said  by- 
law amount  to  the  sum  of  $12,000  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  raise  the  further  sum 
of  $13,000  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  said 
works ; 

And  whereas  the  said  several  sums  amount  together 
to  the  sum  of  $25,000,  which  it  is  intended  to  raise  by 
way  of  loan  upon  the  credit  of  the  said  Corporation  ; 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  $2793.97  to 
be  raised  annually  by  special  rate  for  the  payment  of 
the  said  debt  and  interest  as  hereinafter  mentioned  ; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
property  of  the  Municipality,  according  to  the  last 
revised  assessment  roll,  is  $679,507.00  ; 

Now  therefore  the  Council  enacts  as  follows  : —

in  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  this  by- 
law, which  the  said  Council  deems  expedient  and  so 
hereby  determines. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration for  the  purposes  aforesaid  to  borrow  on  the 
security  of  the  special  rate  hereinafter  mentioned  the 
said  sum  of  $25,000,  and  to  issue  debentures  of  the 
said  Corporation  to  the  said  amount  in  sums  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  at  the  end 
of  20  years  from  the  date  on  which  this  by-law  takes 
effect,  and  to  bear  interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly  on  the  first 
days  of  January  and  July  in  each  and  every  year  dur- 
ing the  currency  of  the  said  debentures. 

3.  The  said  debentures  as  to  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  payable  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  or  elsewhere,  as  the  Council  of  the  said 
Corporation  may  by  resolution  direct. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration, and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed, 
to  sign  and  issue  the  said  debentures  hereby  authorized 
to  be  issued,  and  to  cause  the  same  and  the  interest 
coupons  attached  thereto  to  be  signed  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  said  Corporation,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  attach 
the  seal  of  the  said  Corporation  to  the  said  debentures.
